There have been three rreetings
of the board already, two in
Santa Fe and one in Las.Vegas
and the fourth meeting will be
held this month and Albuquer
que is ,very anxious to have it
meet there.

Mr Hagerman thinks we ought
to all work together and get the
board to meet here this month
as it would do the valley a great
deal of goond. $30,000 has
been appropriated by the Terri-
tory for the New Mexico exhibit
at St. Louis. This amount is
not sufficient and the county
commissioners have the power
by law to make ,extra appropri-
ations for gathering and ar
ranging ,the exhibit from the
different countiesJthey represent.
New Mexico should be strongly
represented at the great exbosi
tion and the good that would
result would be inestiniabfe.

The board has eight members
and wa appointed by Governor
Otero. Mr. Hagerman is a
member and is taking great in
terest and doing all in his pow
er to make the .New Mexico ex
hibit a creditable one.
